Lonpon, July 11, 6 a.m.—The correspond- 
ent of the Reuters telegram company on 
board the Bittern telegraphs the following: 

- “ALEXANDRIA, July 11, 7 a.m —The’ bom- 
bardment has commenced. “48s (ue British 
vessels drew upin line, in the grey dawn, 
officers and men were all at the post of 
duty. After some preliminary move- 
ments, a broadside fas opened =—=s up- 
on the forts. As the first 
boom fell upon the morning air, the red glare 


and the rising smoke announced the conflict 
between Briton and Copt, Arab, and other 
Egyptian mongrels. The night in Alexandria 
was one long to be remembered. All the 
foreigners who could had sought safety on the 
Ships bearing their respective flags; the chiat- 
ter of many languages on the streets; 
the rolling of vehicles; the removal of 
stores; the passing to and fro of mili- 
tary and civil officers, bespoke the 
coming anarchy. As the morning drew near 
an awtul silence spread over the town; the 
non-combatants had made their exit, and the 
meu of Arabi Bey stood ready for the open- 
ing shot of the bombarding fleet. Suddenly 
the heavy boom of cannon fell upon the air, 
and the battle is now in fierce progress.”’ 
THE PRELIMINARY EVENTS. 

Lonvon, July 10.—A._ dispatch to the 
Reuters telegram company dated Alexandria, 
9th, 3 p.m., says: The naval officers have 
made a reconnoisance and reported that they 
saw the Egyptians landing heavy guns on the 
western side of the entrance to the harbor. 
Admiral Seymour is consequently preparing 
a proclamation to be placarded all over the 
city charging the authorities with a breach of 
faith, demanding a surrender of the fortifica- 
tions within twelve hours, and warning the 
authorities that if they fail to comply with 
this demand, tire will be opened upon the 
forts after the expiration of a further 
period of twenty-four hours.” The British 
gunboat Condor hus been stationed outside 
the harbor to gnard the entrance.

A dispatch from Alexan- 
dria says that at a conference of Egyptian ot- 
ficers held on Sunday an aged eolonel declared 
that “if the Turks laud we will treat them as 
brothers. We won't resist the Austrians or 
Italians, but the soldiers of the other nations, 
especially England, we will oppose to the last 
mar.’ The North German Gozette of Berlin 
reports that after the remaining Englishmea 
had been warned to leave Cairo, the German 
consul issued a similar warning to the 160 
Germans still there. The Times in a leading 
article on Monday morning says: Admiral 
Seymour will in the morning demand the 
temporary surrender of the forts at Alexan- 
dria for the purpose of disarmament under 
threat of bombardment in twenty-four hours. 
A dispatch from Alexandria to tne Daily 
‘Telegraph says that the American admiral, 
Nicholson, warned the Arabs working on the 
forts that if they tire at him he will return 
the fire. A Caleutta dispatch to. the Times 
says the government of India bas received 
definite orders to dispatch its contingent to 
Egypt under Sir Herbert Macpherson, who

THE NOTICE OF WAR GIVEN. 

The notice of the bombardment of Alexan- 
dria was given this morning by a letter ad- 
dressed to the government by Admiral Sey- 
mour. Mr. Cartwright, acting British consul 
at Alexandria, has written a letter to Ragheb 
Pasha, president of the Egyptian ministry, 
announcing the suspension of relations with 
the Egyptian government, and another letter 
to Dervisch Pasha, Turkish commissioner, de- 
claring that he will be held responsible for 
the safety of the khedive. The Eastern tele- 
graph company gives notice that all commer- 
cial messages will be stopped during the en- 
gagements of transferring its office to 
shipboard. Ships having on board the 
officials of the Ottoman’ bank, Presi- 
dent Lyonnaise, ete., h&ave . already 
leit. The 24 hours notice expires at 4 o'clock 
Tuesdgy morning, when the bombardment 
will commence. Admiral Seymour yesterday 
summoned his captains on board the log 
ship, and settled the details of the bombard- 
ment. The French tleet will not participate 
in the bombardmenr. A_ special dispatch 
from Alexandria to the Standard and Daily 
News says: The English ultimatum was de- 
livered at nine o'clock this morning, so that 
the bombardment will con:mence at the same 
hour Tuesday morning. All the foreign men 
of war, except the English, are leaving the 
harbor. It is said semi-ofticially that the 
French fleet will go to Port Said in accord- 
ance with an understanding with Admiral 
Seymour 

JUST BEFORE 1HE BATTLE. 

A dispatch to the Central News, from Con- 
stantinople, states that the Turkish admiralty 
has warned the crews of the Turkish iron- 
clads to be in readiness. The telegraph is 
now working from a ship moored some tiles 
from Alexandria, communication with the 
Porte being maintained by dispatch boats. 
Private telegrams confirm the New’s notice 
that the bombardment’ will begin 
at 4 o'clock this morning. In the _ house 
of lords this afternoon Lord Granville, foreign 
secretary, confirmed the news that upless the 
Alexandria forts were temporarily surren- 
dered, Admiral Seymour would bombard 
them at daybreak to-morrow. It was painful 
to have to be obliged to use force against a 
weak power, but hostile preparations had 
been proceeding in efiance of 
the orders both of the khedive and the sul- 
tan.

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RIVER APPROPRIATIONS. 


A Comparteen Between South Carelina and Michigan 
~The Natienal banka. 

Wasuineton, July 10.—In the senate, Mr. 
Morrill, from the finance committee, reported 
amendments to the house bill reducing the 
internal revenue taxation. They repeal, after 
October 1, 1882, the additional duty imposed 
in 1875 of 25 per centum on all molasses and 
on sugars, according to the Dutch standard in 
color, imported from foreign countries, fix 
the duty on steel! railway bars at twenty deilars 
per ton, and make the duties upon the manu- 
facture from hoop, band or scroll irom, the 
same as those imported npon the material 
from which they are made. Mr. Bayard re- 
marked that the amendments had 
notbeen reported by unanimous vote. The bil}, 
with amendments, was ordered reprinted. 
The house bills providing for the building 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., for the accommodation 
of the post-office, internal revenne and other 
government offices ata cost for the site and 
building of $800 000, and for a like buildingat 
Oxford, Miss., at $50,000, were reported with- 
out amendment and passed. The senate then 
resumed consideration of the riverand harbor 
bill. The question being upon the amend- 
ment reported from a special committee on 
the subject appropriating $500,000 forimprove- 
ment ot the Potomac flats. It was pass: d, 52 
to7. Aftera long debate, Allison presented 
a conference report on bank charter extension, 
which bill was ordered printed and laid 
over until tomorrow. Mr. Butler moved 
an increase of $200,000,making the total $500,- 
000 for Charleston harbor. He. had read at 
the clerk’s desk a recommendation for an in- 
crease by General Gilmore. Mr. Conger, of 
the coinmerce committee, whieh reported the 
bill, deprecated an apparent disposition in 
congress to give undue weight to reecommen- 
dations which did notcome through the 
proper committee. He said if the eom- 
mittee had followed the = suggestions 
for an increase which had been made tothem 


fthrough other than official channels, the bill 


would have swollen to seventy-tive millions. 
He could see no justification for the pending 
motion. Mr, Butler intimated that South 
Carolina was entitled to the benefit by the 
committee’s liberty, and called congress’ at- 
tention to sundry items for Michigan rivers, 
in which an increase had been allowed. Mr. 
Conger said that where his own state had re- 
ceived hundreds, other states had been given 
millions tor their rivers. He had even 
been driven to wonder at his = own 
moderation when he heard the demands that 
were mace by other senators. It was better, 
however, to be grand than to be ipsigniticant 
on such matters, he added, and to demand 
millions at a time and bea man among men. 
He supposed Senator Batler deemed it un- 
worthy of himselt to ask for less Jhan a ecouple 
hundred of thousands increase, but would 
the senator retlect that there must be a limit 
tu the size of the bill somewhere? He then 
argued that South Carolina had been among 
the foremost states in former years in resist- 
internal improvement by the gen- 
eral government,and this was hardly consistent 
with her present demands, Mr. Butler replied, 
criticising Mr. Conger’s remarks as a speech 
for home consumption, and scolding 
and sneering, for which inguiry he 
had addressed to that senator, he furnished 
neither justification nor pretext.

BANK CHARTER EXTENSION, 

In the house Mr-Crapo, of Massachusetts, 
submitted a conference report on the biil to 
enable the Nati nal banking association to 
extend their corporate existence.

Randall, ot Pennsylvania, criticised the pro- 
vision that these retary of the treasury shall 
suspend the issue of gold certificates *‘when- 
ever the amount of gold coin and gold bul- 
lion in the treasury reserved for the redemp 
tion of United States note, falls below $100,- 
000,000.""

The Health Inspection Stations to be Closed for the 
Want of an Appropriation. 

WasHiInGton, July 10.—The national board 
of health have instructed ail of their inspec- 
tors along the line of emigrant travel between 
the Atlantic seaboard and west and north- 
west; also along the southern Atlantic and 
gulf coasts, and in the Mississippi valley, to 
be prepared to close their Stations and sus- 
pend work on the l5thinst. This action is 
rendered necessary by the failure of a suffi- 
cient appropriation to cover the expense of 
keeping up ‘that service. It will involve a 
suspension of the inland inspection of emi- 
grants for the discovery’ and  preven- 
tion the transmission of small-pox 
at stations distributed in the 
trunk line of railroads of the 
north and of the inspection of infected ves- 
sels coming to our ports from yellow fever 
points. 

The action of the republican senatorial

Owing toa failure to replant as far as was 
thought would be done, we have to reporta 
decrease ‘n acreage for Arkansas of .059 per 
cent, or 69,550 acres instead of .046 per cenmas 
at the end of May. This change makes the 
acreage of Arkansas for 1882 1,109,266 against

The situation as regards the etliciency of 
labor has improved. One general catise is 
well set forth in the following from a corres- 
pondent in South Carolina: ‘‘Labor has been 
much better than last year. The great scarcity 
of provisions has necessitated many who were 
in the habit of loafing to work, and the bal- 
ance are mueh easier managed.”’ 

Our telegraphic advices, bringing reports 
down to dates are favorable, save that in the 
southwest and Texas, and incidentally else- 
where, rain is beginning to be needed. From 
both the Carolinas good progress is reported 
since June 28. Nocomplaint as to want of 
rain comesfrom Georgia. 

CuicaGco, July %.—Seven columns of crop 
reports in the Times this morning thus sum- 
marized, show: Corn will not be an average 
crop anywhere, and in a considerable majority 
of districts the farmers do not expect to get 
more than half an average crop, though warm 
weather, even at this late day, would mate- 
rially reduce the loss. In the southern part 
of the corti and wheat belt the luss will be 
less severe than in the northern part, and in 
the latter corn is doing tolerably wel: on up- 
lands, or where the ground happens to be 
well drained. In a few localities the reports 
are quite favorable, but these are rare excep- 
ions. 

“he corn crop of the United States was, in 

0, 1,537,535,940 bushels, which was aslight 
dJeductiOén from the crop of the previous year. 
In 1881 the crop fell to 1.194,916,000 bushels, 
u reduction of one-fourth. Dispatches indi- 
cate that it may be as serious this year or that 
it would be cut down to 9.000.000 bushels, 
but it may not be so bad asthat.

WHEAT, 

The wheat prospects aré much more en- 
couraging, though they are not all that was | 
hoped for early in the seasun.

The Crop is estimated at 30,000,000 bushels, or 
more than fadty per cent in excess of the 
crops of the last two_years. 

A Vincennes, Lnd., speeial says: The wheat 
crop of southern Indiana tarns out wonder- 
fully, and isone of the largest the country 
has ever been blessed with. The acreage in 
this county is 420,000, and the average yield 
eighteen to twenty* bushels per acre, many 
places showing thirty-five to forty bushels.

AN OLD TRAMP’S FORTUNE, 


Twenty-Onwe Thousand Pollare Found On Aa Alms 
Mouse Lodger. 

Pittssure,July 10—Several daysago aseedy- 
looking tramp applied to the steward of the 
Westmoreland county alms house fora night's 
lodging. The steward told the man, who 
press to be a German named Henry Rhem- 
erg, that he must first submit to a scrubbing 
in the bath room.

The Condition of the Cotton Crop Three Points Better 
Than the Month licfore. 

WASHINGTON, July 10.—The' statistical re- 
turn of the department of agriculture for 
July, which is very full,shows cotton to have 
improved since the first of June. Its average 
condition is three points better on the first of 
Juty from Virginia to Georgia and west of the 
Mississippi. Every state shows higher figures. 
From Florida to Mississippi and Ten- 
nessee the condition has slightly declined. 
The general average is 92, which is higher 
than in July, 1873 and 1874, agd lower than 
inany other year of the past ten. It was 9% 
in 1877 and 1879, and 95 last July. This con- 
dition is due to the late wet spring, and is 
rapidly improving under favoring skies. ‘Tlie 
figures for the several states are: Virginia 85, 
North Carolina 9), South Carolina 98, Georgia 
92, Florida 92, Alabama 93, Mississippi 
87, Louisiana 96, Texas 97, arkansas 
90, Tennessee 78. In Texas and South Caro- 
lina the condition is better than 
in July of 1881, and the same as at that 
date in Louisiana, The returns are nearly 
unanimous in indicating a good degree of 
vigor, and rapidity of growth. ‘Thus far there 
is only a loss of time for development and 
fruitage. Future favorable conditions may 
make good _ the defficiency, but unfavor- 
able weather in July and August would 
make a fu'l crop impossible. r

An Argument thatthe Discoverer of the Mississipp! 
Passed Threugh Athens.

There is nota shadow of doubt but that the 
gteat Spanish Jeader, De Soto, with his valiant 
company of cavaliers, passed directly through 
the present city of Athens on his line of 
nmiarch, and itis further thought that one of 
his camps was on the Oconee river just below 
this city. .He passed up the right bank of the 
ocean, and a set of earth works are yet seen on 
the line of Greene and Oglethorpe counties, 
that it is contended were thrown up by his 
followers. His march has been clearly de- 
fined from the time he left the Oconee to far 
above the middlesection of the state, when it 
is lost, to be picked up again at the Na- 
coochee valley, from which "sco DeSoto 
verged tothe west, until he found a grave 
beneath the, father of waters. A gentlema.: 
of this city has now the remafns of an old 
Spanish musket, the lock of which was elab- 
orately carved, and the engravings thereon 
proved it to have been the property of one of 
De Soto's men. It was excavated near this 
city, and the owner was either killed in bat- 
tle w th the Indians, or perished of fatigue or 
sickness on the way. Other trophies of this 
famous march have been found in onr jmme- 
diate limits, and it is suid the Indians told 
the first white settles .in our section of 
strange white warriors, mounted = on 
horses and glittering with gold and silver, 
whom their ancestors said had passed long 
ago, going toward the north. Some of the 
cabins built by De Soto were several years ago 
excavated at Nacoochee, and the time has 
been so long since they were built that large 
trees were growing @ver their ruins.

HOW THE STAND IN THE sTATE 
LOOKS. 


One Hundred and Thirty-Nine Correspondents ep- 
resenting Ninety-Seven Counties, or 85 Per 
Cent of _ e Cotton Area of Geurgia Re- 
port the Condition of This Year’s Crop. 


From Bradstreet’s. July 8. 

From Georgia we have 159 replies, repre- 
pie 97 counties, or 85 per cent of the cot- 
ton area of the state. The crop Georgia is 
about twenty days bebind the progress of the 
plant at the same date last year. Eighty- 
nine correspondents in Georgia report the 
weather since May 20 as good, 29 say fair, and 
2) poor; 12 correspondents say that the 
weather was better than for the same period 
last year, 63 report more rain, while 52 say 
that the weather has been colder than last 


year at the. same time. The general tenor 
of the replies is that. the weather continued 
unfavorable in Georgia for the growing plant 
until about June 10, since which 
date it has been generally favorable. 
Thirty-two correspondents report the 
stand of cotton in Georgia good, 82 say fair, 
22? poor, and only 3 reporta bad siand. We 
conclude from this that the stand in Georgia 
is fair. As regards the condition of the plant, 
but 13 correspondents report it very good, 49 
say good, 70 fair, and 7 poor. From this the 
general condition of the plant in Georgia may 
be regarded as from fair to good. Twenty- 
seven correspondents report a better condi- 
tion than last year, 27 worse, and 10 the same, 
while the plant is reported small, though vig- 
orous. The advices trom Georgia now under 
consideration abundantly sustain our previ- 
ous calculation of a falling off of.082 per 
cent, 
THE LOCAL REPORTS,

able for several seasons. The plant has been 
growing and fruiting perfectly since June 
28, and its present condition is as good as 
can be—better than since the Mar.

CUTHBERT, Jujy 7.—Weather is good, and 
the cotton plant greatly improved since June 
20. 

Macon, July 7.—The plant is small on ac- 
count of grass caused by excessive rains. 
The coler is good, but fruiting progresses 
poorly. Weather to-day and yesterday dry 
and eool.

THE ANNUAL MEETING AT THE 
SECOND BAPTIST CHURCH. 


Addresses By the Officers of the Association— Talks 
nye. Boggs and Dr. McDonald—An Interest- 
ing Occasion—What President White 
Said—His Anzaal Address in Ful!. 


A very large audience, fully eight hundred 
persons, assemibled at the Second Baptist 
church Sunday night to witness the proceed- 
ingsof the annual meeting of the Young 
Men's Christian association. President Woods 
White presided. The exercises were opened 
with singing by the choir. Mrs. Wade sang 
tothe great enjoyment of those present. 
President White then delivered his address. 

At the conclusion of Mr. White’s address 
Mr. Frank M. Rounds, chairman of the de- 


vetional committee, made his report. He 
referred to the death of the general secretary, 
the removal from the city of the chairman 
of the devotional committee, and the ap- 
pointment of new officers. The report 
showed the whole number of religious 
meeti gs held during the seven months pre- 
vious to be 145, and the total attendance 
7,892. It showed also a steady increase in at- 
tendance. 

After music Mr. J. H. Par- 
ker, the general secretary. out- 
lined the work which is designed to be ac 
complished during the year just entered upon. 
The work is divided into legitimate branches 
and put into charge of committees. About 
twenty-five of these main committees were 
announced and several of these are subdivided. 
A brief explanation of the work of each com- 
mittee was made where such was needed. A 
scrap of history was given relative to an ante- 
bellum Y. M. C. A. in Atlanta. Congress- 
man Hammond was corresponding secretary 
and B. H. Overby president. 

Mr. Parker closed his brief remarks with 
reference to the spiritual status of the associa- 
tion to-day, and told of the testimonies of 
several young men who attributed their salva- 
tion to this agency. Especially did he com- 
mend the young mens’ meeting held every 
Saturday night, and urgently invited all 
young mén to attend it. An enlargement of 
work was outlined and hopeful expression 
given of a successful accomplishment. A long 
pull, astrong pull and a pull altogether is 
now needed. 

Following the remarksof Mr. Parker, Rev. 
Dr. McDonald made a brief address. He said 
that it did his heart good to see the young 
men of the city organized in the capacity ofa 
Young Men’s Christian association and doing 
strictiy gospel work and educating Christian 
workers, He said that the organization had 
always had his sympathy, and that he felt 
that there was a greater necessity than ever 
before for work in that line, and that the 
young men of hischurch could not do enough 
Christian work, even if they had done 
all they could. He advised all his 
young men to unite themselves 
with the association and to do an aggressive 
work,a d that it offered opportunities for 
work that was invaluable. He wished the 
association every success in the work, and 
promised it his hearty support and cu-opera- 
tion. 

Dr. Boggs foliowed Dr. McDonald in a short 
address. He said that mistakes had been 
made, sothe president said, but that all in- 
stitutions have made mistakes. But that 
from bis own observation of the association 
he was ready to pronounce it practical, and 
could assure the people that the work that 

jas being done was What the association 
claimed. He said that’ the Young 
Men’s Christian association was sim- 
ply acommiuttee of young men from all the 
churches at work and should receive the sup- 
port of all interested in young men. He said 
that as peo; 'e received an intelligent idea of 
what the association was doing in the city 
there would be no doubt that it would receive 
their indorsement and co-operation. He felt 
sure that the work outlined for the future, if 
carried, outas the work of the past, would 
result in an ‘enlarged and prosperous growth 
of the association and its influence for goud 
in the community. The president invited 
those present to visit the rooms and the secre- 
tary called attention to the meeting hours, 

President White's address was as follows: 

Brethren, Ladies and Gentlemen: Before touch- 
ing directly upon the work of our own association 
I desire to call your attention toa few facts and 
statements in regard’to the work in general, its 
beginning, development and present magnitude. 

I do this that I may answer some of the questions 
asked of me almost daily astothe work of the 
Youpg Men’s Christian association, its object, etc 
The growth of associat:ou ideas and metaods has 
been as marv-lous as it has 2veen rapid. 

Within the lifetime of many of you here to night 
the tisk Young Men’s Christian association was or- 
ganized. 

In the year 1844 a young man in the ci'y of Lon- 
don, George Williams by tame, andaclerk ina 
large dry goods house, impressed with the 
importance of special work for young men 
on account of the condition of his fellow clenks, 
organized the first Young Men’s Chrisuan asso¢éia 
tion in an upper chamber of that great store 
building. 

From chis small beginning and the devoted effurts 
of this, then ob cure young man, the Your g Menr’s 
Christian association has leaped into the front rank 
of the vctive and aggressive agencies of the church 

tf (rnerist. 
: r > has its thousands of skilled workers distributed 
throughoutall ands. In North America there are 
S81 associations; South America, 1; tngland, 198; 
Scotiand, 188; Ireland, 18; Infidel France has 65; 
materialistic and atheistic Germany has 422; 
Holland, 150; Swiizerland, L09 ; Sweden 
and Norway, 8); selwium, 20; DVenmark, 3; 
Spain ani Portugal, 19; Italy, 20; Turkey, 25: 
Austris, 4; Russia, 7; Syria,5; india, 2; China, 2; 
Japan, 2; South Afriea, 5; Madagnscar, 15;. Aus 
traiasiu, 25; Hawaiian Kingdous, 1; making a 
grand total of 2 671 associations in all parts of the 
world. You wiil readily see ithben whatano army ol 
workers are maishaled under the banner of t-hrist 
Within the ranks of the Y. M. C. A., &nd all this is 
accomplished in less.igan forly year. The exten- 
sion of the Y. M. ©. “A, throughout North America 
has been no lessremarkable. Vuring the month of 
December, 1851, the -two earliest Y. M. Cc. <A.’s 
were organized in this country at Montreal,Canada, 
and Boston, Mass,. both by direct suggesiépn 
from the London association. 

In 1865 there were two men in the United States 
known as general secretaries and giving their es- 
tire time to the work; in 1870 there were 19; in 1882 
there are 255 men who are devoting all of their time 


and talents to this great work. of directing thes 


Christian energy of thousands of young men as 
these young men reach out after their fellows, 

The current expenses per annuum of the 779 asso- 
ciations reporting June Ist, 1582, amouut to $405,270, 
with $42,978 as the cost of the general supervising 
work of the state and international committees, 
making a total expenditure of $445,248. 

This isalarge amount of money to expend in 
any work. and I call your attention to it because of 
its great significance. 

It isto be presumed th’, situated as these asso 
ciations are’ in al) the .ive cities of this country 
where they have been si bjeeted to the severesc 
tests, because of the great opportunities for useful- 
pess there affurded ihem, and wuumbering 
among their officers and members hundreds 
of our wisest and = best christian men 
of wenith, that if the returns from the labor 
and money expended were not to agreat extent 
satisfactory there would be'a fafling off not only 
in ‘the character, but also in the amount 
of the support received, aud consequently in 
the amount expended. 

Im 1865.2114 0,0 was the eost of the entire work: 
in 1870, $335,700, while in i881 the reports show an 
ex peuditure of $448,248, an increase of 397 per cent 
over the vear {865, and 37 per centover the year 
1870—showing that, tried by this standard, the work 
has not only been effective, but has been most gen- 
erously supported. ; 

The response to the immediate demands for the 
work has not only been largely increased, but there 
has been a gradual growth of the amount invested 
in buildings, libraries, etc. forthe Young Mens 
Christian associations Uiroughout the canntry. 

In 1870, twenty-one associatiots owned 
duildings valued at $1,293,900 ; in 

1882, 69 own buildings valued at $2,700,473, and 
other property amounting to $942,555. 

The chxuracier of the work done, and the methods 
employed, have changed as experience has thrown 
new light upon it and new ficids have developed. 

In the eariy history of the werk young men were 
viewed as a Whole, without regard to distinction 
necessari'y growing out of the diiferent avocation 
pursued by them. Nowa systematic effort is made 
to reach young men of the different. departments 
of trade. commerce and he professions, through 

ovug men of the same professions or 
ade. taking advantage of thé community of 
-interest and fellowship so conspicuous among menu 
of like avocations. 

Out of this has grown the specific work for ratl- 
road men, commercial travelers, college students, 
colered young men, and German speaking yourg 


men. 
It is estimated that there are 100,000 enterprising 
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and encrgeticyyoung men who spend from twe to 
twelve months of each year upon the railroads of 
the country as commercial travelers, away from the 
pleasures and restraining influences of home 

There are 500,000 German spexking young men in 
this country, a Jarger part of whom were born and 
rearedinan atmosphere of materialism and infi- 
delity. 

There are 60.000 students in the colleges of this 
country less than one-half of whom are Chnstians. 
There are about 125,000 men engaged exclusively in 
the railroad bus ness, most of whom are young men 
the very nature of whose occupation, to say the 
least, very greatly interferes with their Christian 
privileges and dutes To meet the demands of the 
times and the work the international committee of 
the Young Men's Christian associations of this 
country—a committee of the best and most deyoted 
men—and app inted by all of the 
associations in this country assembled in conven- 
tion, have divided the work into separate depart- 
ments, asit became practicable, until at this time 
me have a specific work done for each of the classes 
of young mep befure enumerated, and under the 
general superintency of a traveling agent of the iu- 
ternational committee. 

If you will permit me I will eonsume just a little 
of vour timeiu giving you a few facts us to the re- 
sult of the work in two of these departments. 

FIRST, THE RAILROAD WORK. 

RK. F. Smith, assistant general manager of the 
Pennsylvania railroad company, operating the 
Cleveland and Pit'sburg raifroad, writes in partial- 
ly describing the duties of the railroad general see- 
retary: The secretary’s work includes visiting men 
suffering from castialties, and the sick in the fami- 
lies of the employes, holding cottage meetings in 
the homes of the men, visiting brakemen and oth- 
ers in their cabooses when off duty, and generally 
looking after their moral and spiritual welfare. 

This railroad company pays 39,340 per annum to 
support the work of the Young Men’s Christian 
association along its line. 

Mr W M Thow, vice-president of the Pennsyl- 
Vania railroad company, writes of the Y MC A: 

“Itis exerting a decp if unobtrusive influence 
over the army of men it rewches as no other organ- 
ization doesorcan. Itis wholly good buth for the 
men and the roads they serve.”’ 

Mr G W Parker, vice-president and geveral man- 
ager, S5t L, Aand T H -ailroad, writes: 

The investment is decmed a saiisfactory one by 
allconcerned. The benefit to rai)road employes 
aud their families is appare.ut and justifies the ex- 
penditure.’’ 

Ata meeting in St Louis, February 24d, 1882, Col- 
onelJ Hill, general superiuteudentof the Vanda- 
lia line, said: 

‘‘T have noticed the greatest difference in the men 
on our road since this work bas been carried on. 
There is less drunkenness and carelessuess and so 
less accident and loss 

“the officials used to wish there was no such place 
as Fast St. Louis, its influeuce was so bad, but now 
its good intlueuce is felt. the whole length of the 
road.’’ ' 

Mr. Parker added: “There is the same difference 
on our line, and lintend to push the work. We 
would rather increase than diminish the coutribu- 
tion of our Company.”’ 

Une railroad company has fifteen general secre- 
taries and assistants upou its pay rolis engaged in 
Young Men’s Christian association work exclu- 
Sively along its lines. - 

THE COLLEGE WORK , 
is €iso new, the work having been inaugurated but 
live yearsago. Huwever, about 200 college associa- 
tious have been formed within that time, and dur- 
ing that five years 3,000 young men aged college 
students have become professed followers of Christ. 
l need make no further comn_ent upon this work. 

Our oy? assuveiaiion was organized July 4, 1873, 
nine years ago, and has had an eventful life. It 
passed through the precarious period of infancy 
aud wrestled with the difficulties of boyhood, and 
to-day we think siauds upon the vantage ground of 
vigorous and hopeful young manhood. 

During the last eighteen mouths we have made 
mistakes as to methods, perhaps, but we must ex- 
pect to commiterrors so long as man isa factor in 
the work, and yet we have reason for exceediug joy. 
The mistakes that we have made, however,have been 
worth all the money and energy expended in making 
them. In looking baek over my official connection 
with the association I see by the lightof our expe- 
rience some things I have done l would not have 
otherwise. Qur own mistakes we bave had to con- 
tend with, but nothing has so embarra @:d usasthe 
mi conception and erroneous ideas of the public as 
to the work of the Y. M.c. A. 1 rejoice toray this 
is fast passing away. 

some think it a relief associnition—a kind of a 
society Of single-hearted young fel.ows who are 
willing to take the fuuds of a generous public and 
essist in a general alleviation of suffering, want, ete. 
in thecommunity. That cannot be, for we have no 
fund for that purpose. We do, however, very 
often assist at ihe bedside of the 
sick and suffering, and in some cases 
have taken charge of funds specially provided by 
charitably-disposed persons, 

Itisnotasociety for physical culture a reading 
room oran employment bureau, although gymna- 
sium and reading room are factorsin the work, 
and We make every endeavor to assist worthy young 
en to secure employment. Weare not organized 
tu secure a fine and cheap course of lectures and 
concerts: herare we a tem pcrauce society, though 
we are all advocates of temperance; but we are an 
organization that has for itssole object the salvation 
O

by young men; and taking advantage 
of those agencies that experience has demonstrated 
cau be successfully employed. We have pressed 
into service the gymnasium, the reading room, the 
concert. the lecture, the night classes, the gospel 
meeting and the social gathering. 

When | pass aloug the streets of Atlanta and hear 
sweet music pouring forth from within the doors of 
our gilded saloons, I thank God that we éan use the 
sume means to lead young men to Christ that the 
suloon keeper does to lead them to the devil 

Tt is a mistake to suppose that the Young Men's 
Christian association is antagonistie to the church 
i. 2oy respeci, aud I have heard as much. 

The tirst section of the constitution of the Young 
Men’s Christian association says: “‘The active 
mcmbership. of the association shall consist 
of young men who are members in 
good standing of some evangelical church 
and ‘‘only active members shall have the right to 
vete and hold office.’’ 

The word ‘Evangelical’ is to be understood as 
defined by the International convention of 186) at 
Portland. . 

‘“‘hesgolwed, That, as these or-anizations bear the 
name of Christian, and profess to be engaged di- 
rectly in the Savivur’s service soit is clearly their 
duty to maintain the control aud management of 
all their athairs in the hands of those who profess to 
love and pubdicly avow their faith in Jesus the Ke- 
de-imer, as divine, and who te-tify their faith by 
becoming and remaining members of churches held 
to be evangelical. And we hold those churebes to 
be evangelianl which, maintaining the Holy 
scriptures to be the only infallible rute of faith and 
praciuce, eve in the Lord Jesus Christ (the 
only begotten of the Father

King of kings, and 
Lord of lords, in whom dwelleth the fuluess of the 
Godbead bodily, and Who was made sin for us, 
though knowing nosin, bearing our sins in His 
own body on thetree), as the only name under 
heaven given among men whereby we must be 
saved from everlasting punishment.”’ 

Our association can: of antagonize the church any 
more than can the board of foreign or domestic mis- 
sjons or che Bible society. Is aman any less a mem- 
ber of a church because heis amember of the board 
of foreign missions? You say no! because that so- 
ciety isan arm of the ehurch, both abroad and at 
home, doing a specifie work for the heathens. So, I 
say, of the Young Mens Clrristian association, it is 
auarm of the chureh doing a spetitic work tor 
young men. It is important that the heathen 
should have ministers of Christ and the Bible sent 
to them, but it seems to me quite as impor- 
tant that the young men who must eventually carry 
the good news to them, should be looked after. 
This is an age of specialities. As Our country grows 
elder there isa greater demand for skilled labor, 
and a division of labor is the only means whereby 
the greatest skill cannot be produced. ‘This is 
as true of christian effort as of the arts, mechanics 
and professions No, my friends, this special effort 
by the young men or the churches for hceiilonn 
out of Christ, cannot but result in the salvation of 
many young men, and consequently build up the 
church of Christ and the pastors of the churches in 
this city will bear me outino this statement. 

I do not desire to detain you lounger, but this 
matter is dear to my heart, and we feel that when 
you understand this work as we who see not only 
agreat number of statistics, ete of work done. but 
see young neu renewed in their spiritual life and 
consecrated to the work of the Master, and innu- 
merable influences set to work that 
ean: neither be = Feen nor described, 
then upon every sice wil! the work receive 
the cordial supp rt of this community and every 
cummunity in this state where young men are to be 
won for Christ. ' 

The last year with our home institution has been 
a most prosperous. We have had to remove to new 
quarters during the yearon ancount of the growth 
of our meetings, Wehave received a most flatter- 
itig Number of accessions t> onr member hip. 

There are more active workers, better organiza- 
tion, more commodions and pleasant room than 
ever before, and all of tiiis is larkely due to the de- 
voted efforts of our general secretaries, without 
whom we could have done nothing. 

We owe a debt of gratitnde to the faithful! and un- 
selfish efforts of the ladies agxiliary committee of 
the Young Men’s Christian association, who carried 
to a successful issue the recent art loan exhibition. 

The futnre of our work looks very bright. With 
our more Liowough organization, inereased force of 
active Workers, more pleasantly furnished rooms, 
and the increasing sympathy and co-operation of 
the community, we will be able at the close 
of another year to report results that 
will be most practical and definite. 
I would recommend to tke board of managers the 
advisability of making immediate effort to secure 
for the association a home of itsown. 1 would also 
advise that the raijroad officials of the varions rail- 
roads centering here be requested to co-operate 
with the association in an effort to establish a rail 
read branch of the Y. M. C. A. in this city at no 
distant day.

Reports on the condition of the crops are 
timely. Most interest will be taken in Brad- 
street’s cotton report, which is given both for 
the cotton states and for Georgia especially. 
According to Bradstreet’s correspondents, 
there is generally a fair showing, but a heavy 
decrease in the acreage planted. Of the great 
grain states crops the report is made that 
corn is somewhat below the average, while 
wheat is far above. Both of these reports are 
encouraging. though it is of course a little 
early to be able to do more than speculate as 
to definite results. 


NEARLY half a million pieces of mail mat- 
ter were received and coliected by the At- 
lanta post-office last month. This makes an 
average of about 15,000 pieces to be handled 
every day—to be accurate, 14,885 isthe num- 
ber. With this showing Atlanta ought to 
have better postal facilities. Of course, as it 
is now, the force is over worked, and no one 
knowing the facts, would like to make com- 
plaint against individuals, as they do remark- 
ablyswell, but the service is very inadequate. 
We not only need the fast mail, but we 
need quicker distribution of the mail and 
prompter service generally. 


THERE has been much talk in New York 
just now about the Russian Jews and their 
yays.

In 
answer to these charges from all over the 
country instances of their industry and thrift 
have been cited. Atlanta, as usual, has the 
champion tooffer. A man, a working tailor, 
who reached here last winter with four dol- 
lars and seventy-five cents, the gift of the aid 
society, and hewow owns two houses and lots 
worth probably $2,000. If this is not an ex- 
ample of what thriftand industry will do we 
do not know where to find it. 


Irisa great pity thatthus far the argu- 
mentsin favor of the two-thirds rule have 
been confined to rhetorical flourishes in re- 
gard tothe sacred flavor imparted to it by 
custom.

WAR IN EGYPT. ‘ 

The duel between the English ships and 
the forts of Alexandria has begun. The 
English fleet at Alexandria will act with- 
out the aid’of the vessels of France or of any 
other country. England has, however, more 
guns in the harbor of Alexandria than all 
the other nations combined, and it is be- 
lieved that her fleet will be able to silence 
the fortsand land astorming party of ma- 
rines, who will occupy the city until the 
military expedition arrives. The city lies 
low: and exposed to the- English 
guns. It is a cosmopolitan town 
of about 250,000 people. Before the exodus 
began it contained 60,000 Europeans. The old 
port is the principal harbor, and English en- 
gineers have given it good fortresses and 
fitted its points with lighthouses. The 
foreign vessels are, or rather were, in the new 
port, The European quarter of the city is on 
the new port side, and in this quarter is the 
square of Mehemet Ali, which was the scene 
of the recent bloody riot. This part of the 
town will suffer most when the cannonade be- 
gins.

Popular feeling runs strong in the valley 
of the Nile against foreign Aggression, 
and it is thought that Arabi Bey wili be 
able to put 50,000 in the field, although the 
regular army of Egypt rarely numbers more 
thar 20,000 men.

All 
Egypt is at his back—there is no doubt about 
that; and it may be that he has assurances of 
support in some form from the sultan, who 
recently conferred upon him the medjidie 
decoration, and possibly the hope that Ger- 
and Ausgria and Italy’ will stand 
between him and ruin. [he Egyptian 
army will fight under him as 
Egyptians have not fought in modern times, 
and England, therefore, has no holiday task 
before her. Still the result of a contest be- 
tween Arabi Bey and his new levies and the 
military and naval forces of Great Britain is 
scarcely one of doubt. If no complications

This fact ought to be borne in mind by 
posterity, for it may happen that some scien- 
tific expert, nosing around, will discover that 
the people of this age were cave-«wellers. 

We have already printed in THe ConstitTv- 
TION many curious facts relative to these re 
markable storms, and we allude to them here 
merely for the purpose of introducing some 
interesting figures compiled by the signal 
service bureau. ‘This bureau has examined 
the records of six hundred tornadoes during 
the past eighty-seven years, and these records 
show that the most destructive disturbances 
take place most frequently in June. The 
records also show that while tornadoes occur 
generally between 5 and 6 p.m., no hour of 
the day is entirely free from them. Hach 
storm-cloud travels from 12 to 60 miles an 
hour, the average of the path of destruction 
being 1,085 feet. The wind within the vortex 
sometimes reaches a velocity of 800 miles an 
hour, the average velocity being 392 rniles.

GEN. ALEXANDER'’S RESIGNATION. 


What He Wil: Do. New That He ts Freed From His 
Position. 

A month ago General E P Alexander, first vice- 
president of the Louisville and Nashville railrovd, 
forwarded his resignation to President Baldwin.
